ur readers have been made aware of the 
fact that the sugar planters of Louisiana 
have lately held conventions at West 
Baton Rouge and Donaldsonville for the pur- 
pose of aiding the government of the United 
States to execute the revenue laws. It is 
but seldom that we find patriotism so active, 
especially when there is no-kind of occasion 
for it, unless, indeed, that noble sentiment 
happenato be leavened with motives which 
address themselves to self-interest. We 
were naturally enough, then, led to exam- 
ine into the circumstances surrounding this 
spontaneous outburst of patriotism on the 
part ofthe sugar plinters of Louisiana, anx- 
ious to know how ithad happened that the 
government should be unable to execute its 
revenue laws, so as to stand in need of the 
aid ofthe sugar planters. and disposed to 
commend the prompt patriotism of the plan- 
ters in volunteering assistance, if we should 
find it genuine, ‘ 

With these feelings we have looked into 

. the business, and confess that we have found 
nothing to elevate the sugar planters above 
the level of ordinary patriots. It is not the 
government to whose assistance they have 
rushed, but rather for the protection of their 
own interest, and that, too, ina manner pot 
the most creditable; in fact, they have been 
playing off the rather shabby and stale trick 
af assuming the garb of patriotism, the bet- 
ter to disguise designs intensely selfish and 
at war with the seitled policy of this govern- 
ment. 

To understand clearly the object of these 
movements, a brief statement of facts and 
events is necessary; andasit isa matter of 
universal concern to the people of the coun- 
try, we hope our readers will give it their at- 
tention. ‘The tariff of 1846 imposes a duty 
of 30 per centum advalorem upon all ‘sugars 
molavses andsyrups’ imported into the Uni- 
ted States from foreign countries. ‘This duty 
was professedly levied for revenue purposes, 
but of course it affords ‘incidental protection’ 
to the producers of ‘sugars, molagses and syr- 
ups’ in this country; in other words, it ena-

planters. With such officers, whose inter- 
est secured their hostility to the importations 
of sugars and molasses which conflicted with 
the sugar planting interests of Louisiana, a 
pretext was only wanted to commence a sys- 
tamatie plan of annoyance. and obstruction, 
which it was hoped, would end in discoura- 
ging importations. That pretext was soon 
found, Belcher & Bro. had been in the 
habit of importing large quantities of raw 
molasses for refining purposes from Cuba; 
they discovered that the importation of this 
article in the raw state subjected them to los- 
ses fom fermentation and souring, from leak- 
age, and that its bulk enhanced the cost of 
freight and subjected them to expense on ac- 
count of its requiring alarge number of casks 
and barrels. To obviate these disadvantages, 
they fell upon the expedient of boiling the mo~ 
lasses to prevent fermentation, to reduce. its 
bulk, and by increasing its consistency to 
prevent leakage. The articles produced by 
this process of boiling the raw molasses 
and the syrup of the sugar-cane, were called 
‘concentrated molasses’ and ‘melado,’ being 


their products for 30 per centum more than 
they could if no duty was imposed upon the 
importation of the foreign article. Notwith: 
standing this duty, large amounts of these 
articles are imported into this country, upon 
_ which the consumers pay the duty of 30 per 
cent. The consumers pay also for the Lous- 
dana sugars, enhanced 30 per cent. in value 
by reason of the duty. Itis obyiously the 
interests of theLouisiana sugar planter to ex- 
clude altogether the foreign article, for then 
the demand for sugars, &c., remaining the 
same, and part of the supply being cut off, 
they would obtain much higher prices, and 
realize greater profits, The planters, of 
course, are not blind to a fact which is obvi- 
oas to allthe world. ‘The duty laid by Con-

could not dispute the value stated in the in- 
voices, and place an abitrary value upon the 
articles forthe purpose of assessing the duty 
upon that value. The introduction of arti- 
cles less familiar to commerce afforded them 
an opportunity, and they immediately ayail- 
ed themselves of it. Mr. Canfield, the ap- 
priser, declared that the articles were un- 
dervalued in the invoices; he appraised them 
ata considerably higher vaiue, and Belcher 
& Bro. were required to pay duties upon his 
valuation, and a penal duty of twenty 
percent, for undervaluation in the inthe in- 
voices, The grounds upon whlch this ap- 
prisal was made do not appear. The law 
under which the dutiable value of imported 
merchandize is fixed (the act of 8d March, 
185],) iv as follows; 

In all cases where there is or shall be im- 
posed any advalorem rate of duty, on any 
goods , wares, or merchandsie imported into 
the United States, it shall be the duty of the 
collecter in whose distsict the same shall be 
imported to cause the aclual market value or 
wholesale price thereof, atthe period of the 
exportation to the United States, in the prin- 
eipal markets of the country from which the 
same shall have been imported to be appraised

This evi- 

dence is strengthened by the fact that no 
such rule of interpretation oblains at New 

York and other ports, where entry bas been 

made of the same goods. 

Weare after all, however, under obliga- 
tion to the sugar planters, and if gratitude 
can be said to be due to those who have 
conferred a henefit which they did not in- 
tend, then indeed, the sugar planters are en- 
titled to the thahks of the entire community; 
for they have avouosed an inquiry which 
will sure ly lead to good resulta, and confer 
an incalculable benefit upon the who'e peo- 
of this conntry. ‘There isa Providence 
which shapes our ends, rough hew them as 
we may.” Had the sugar planters been 
content with the enormous profits which the 
duty of thirty per cent., imposed by the tar-~ 
iff act of 1846, has enabled them to realize 
—had they enjoyed their prosperity, instead 
of murmuring because when an ell had beea 
given them they were not allowed (otake a 
yard—the people might have continued for 
a long time to have borne the burthens laid 
on them for the benefit of this class interest; 
but pets are proverbially ungrateful, they 
soon begin to think thatthe favors which 
they first received ag a boom, are due to their 
merits; and the first use which the ‘‘protec- 
ted classes” invariably make of the strength 
they have acquired under the fostering care 
of the fiovernment, is to extort still further 
protection, The sugar planters have re- 
cently made this attempt under aggravated 
circumstances, and we thinkthat their claims 
to have their interest put before the interest 
ofthe entire population of the country, ought 
to be examined into a Ilttle. 

The protective policy has become justly 
odious to the people of this country, and has 
been most emphatically repudiated. All civ- 
ilized nations are beginning to see through 
its grinding injustice to the laboring classes, 
and its blighting effects upon Aational pros~ 
perily; hence it is fust becoming obsolete, 
aad will soon rot away, in all free countries, 
with the balance of those ‘‘thimble rigging” 
devices invented by designing men to enable 
them to live upon the Jabor of others. No 
system of taxation can or will be tolerated in 
this country except that which has for its ob- 
ject to raise a revenue to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of government. It has got 
to be pretty well understood that the 
business of every citizen has the same right 
to.claim the protection of the government as

Taking these figures as the actual amount 
of protection enjoyed by the Louisina sugar 
planters, we have the following results: 

Protection to the crop of 1850, $8,027,402, or 
$5,387 50 to each plantion; or $38 to cach hhd of 
sugar or very nearly 34c per pound to each pound 
of sugar made. - 

Protection to crop of 1851, $8,658,522, or $5,- 
874 to each plantation, or $36 60 to each bhd of 
sugar, or 3} per Ib to cach pound of sugar. 


The people of this country paid eight mil- 
lion of dollars to protect the sugar interest in 
the year 1850; more than eight and a half 
millions in the year IS51, or $5,874 to each 
plantation, or $36 60 to each hogshead of 
sugar, or 3 3-Sc. per pound for every pound 
made; and yet, these modest planters are 
dissatisfied. ‘The next thing we hear will be 
a polite request for us.to black our faces and 
go work on their plantatious. No words ot 
ours can add to the abomination. We hope 
thelpresent Democratic administration will at 
least see that the tariff of 1846 is administer- 
ed in the spirit in which it was framed, and 
not allow it tobe wrested from its true 
meaning to suit the purposes of the sugar 
planters. We hope, also, thatthe at- 
tention of Congress will be directed toa

Paciric Rartroap —The Centre Route 
advocated by Benton has lately received a 
powerful endorsement from persons whose 
Opinions, decidedly expressed, will carry 
great weight with the people. A public 
meeting has been held at Taos, composed 
caer, of the adventurous and gallant 
ountain Men. Among them were St. 
Vrain, Leroux, Carson, Beaubien, and nu- 
merous others, all famous as trappers, ex- 
plorers, and guides. These men unite in 
declaring that a good practicable route for 
a railroad exists upon the line advocated by 
Benton, ond they further say, that not- 
withstanding all the talk about the Rocky 
Mountains and the Sierra Nevada range, they 
have traveled the route several times and 
nothing worthy the name of a mountaia. is 
uponit.
